An 
eminent historian, Mr. Hume, has said, that no 
man can with safety say much of himself—and I 
mean to say but very few words more.—! will 
not say that it is correct to proceed, but I will 
not suppose any incivility; and I put it to the 
courtesy of the House, to be permitted to address 
it asthe Member for Plympton, while I preserve 
the situation still of King’s Attorney-General, 
and King’s Attorney-Geveral I will remain.— 
(Loud cheers and loud laughter.)—If Gentle- 
men would not have the incivility to interrupt 
me, ifthey would wait till the sentence is finish- 
ed, they would not shew such alacrity in draw- 
ing conclusions.—(Cheers.)—The Noble Lord 
who has just sat down,® and who has always been 
a consistent supporter of the measure he has 
this night advocated in the ablest and cleverest 
speech he ever delivered in this House, has stat- 
ed that Cambridge only wanted the opportunity, 
it was supposed, to return two liberal Members 
of Parliament; a: as far as that opportunity de- 
pends on me, it has been offered for some time 
past.

cones formerly declared his opinion concerning 
the religion of the Catholics, he could not divest 
himself of that opinion. I stand before Parlia- 
ment, then, as anindependent man— independent 
of both sides of the House. I have not sought 
to preserve office. 1 have repudiated office; and 
I stand im the middle of the House, and I say, 
that I am exempt from censure from either side. 
The Noble Lord who last addressed the House 
called on me before he sat down—not by name 
indeed, but in such a manner aa to leave no doubt 
\o whom he allu led—he called on me te support 
the opinion, that the disabilities pnder which the 
Catholics now labout were a part of the Consti. 
tution as established at the Revolygjon of 1688. 
1 know that the Noble Lord belongs to a family 

which has ever been sincerely attached to that 
Revolution; but if the House permits me, and 

will allow me to refer to documents, I am ready 

tu state the groundson which ! assert that the 

exclusion of the Catholics from office was one 

of the principles of that Revolution. The Noble 

Lord has challenged me in thi, and I accept his 

chellenge. I know thst with his great know- 

ledge of this part of our history, he will not seek 

to evade my observations by asort of legal quin- 

ble, and he therefore will admit that the Biil of 
Rights did recognise the Act of Elizabeth, which 

impose) the Oath of Supremacy, and that the 

Act of Charles, which imposed the Oath of Ab- 

juration, though not recited—not introduced 

verbally—were legally embcdied into the Bill 

of Rights. The Noble Lord must be aware that 

the Bill of Rights did net recall or cancel the 

Ftatue of Elizabeth imposing the Oath of Supre- 

macy, and did not recall or cancel the Statue 

of Charles, imposing the Oath of Abjuration; on 

the contrary, the Bill of Rights declared that 

those Acts remained in full force. The restric- 

tiuns on the Catholics existed before the Re- 

volution, but they were reccived, and confirm. 

ed, and re-asseried, in King William’s reign.— 

Before King William landed in this country— 

before he had touched the Br‘tish soil, an agree- 

ment between him and thelpeople ef England had 

been entered into on this subject. Before that ex- 

trem'ty arrived which drove King James from 

his throne, there were dissentions in this coun- 

try on the ground of Catholic Emincipation— 

and attempts were made to do what is called the 

sitting Catholic Question before James was ex- 

pelled from the throne. The Members of the 

House will excuse me if I remind them, that 

in discussing the Catholic Question they seem 

to forget that a library has been provided for 

them, which contains many documenis illustrat- 

ing the Catholic Question. The Roman mala- 

ria, which has got amongst us—(laughter)— 

and which has shown itself in so many ways, 

seem to have had no more pernicious effect 

than that of occasioning a loss of memory. If 

Members will look at the compilations which 

relate to King William—if they will look at 

Tindal’s history, or other similar books, they 

will see that before that extremity arrived which 

ended in the expulsion of James—the just ex- 

pulsion—that an attempt and a correspondence 

was entered into with the Prince and Princess of 

Orange, to induce them to act as mediators, 

and setile the question before it became of 

such pressing exigency as to call for the ex- 

clusion of the Monarch from the Throne. Iam 

ready to accept the challenge of the Noble Lord, 

and am ready to assert, with every deference 

and respect for him, that the statements he has 

made are not borne out by history, or the facts 

which took place at that period. I hope to ob- 

tain the indulgence of the House for a moment 

or two while I detail a few facts materially 

bearing upon this question.—(Cries of ‘* Go on, 

go on.”)—Before the landing of King William 

a negociation was attempted between the then 

Prince and Princess of Orarge, for the purpoes 

of ascertaining their feelings as to the exclusion 

of the Roman Catholics from civil and _politi- 

cal privileges; to which their Royal Hignes- 

ses replied, that they were determined to ex- 

clude them from all civil, military, and eccle- 

siastical appointments, because they were anxi- 

ous to preserve all the tests which formed 

protections for the security of the Protestant 

religion, but that they were ready to qualify 

the laws so far as they effected Protestant Dis- 

senters. The Hon. Member for Iverness, and 

the Solicitor-General for Ireland, have told us 

that relief to the Roman Catholics was con- 

templated atthe Revolution, This, Sir, | main- 

tain, ig not the fact. If such statements are to 

be credited, then must we take history for. an 

old Almanack.—(An Hon. Member, ‘* But not 

an Almanack for the present year.”)—The 

Hon, and Learned Gentleman proceeded—Sir, 

I du not possess the tongue of a Scotchman, and 

am, therefore, incapable of answering two per- 

sons at the same time.—(Hear, hear, hear, and a 

laugh,)—I am, Sir, not possessed of that dupti- 

city, that double-faced logic, that fugitive or fu- 

gacious mode of expression which would enable 

me to express myself in the manner which some 

Honourable Members seem to expect. 

Tam not now answering the Hon. Gentleman 
for Knaresborough, but am addressing myself 
to the observations of the Noble Lord who re- 
presents Yorkshire. 1 say then, Sir, that be- 
fore the landing of King William—( Hear, hear, 
and laughter)—I say, Sir, that he who strikes a 
blow at me, must allow me to strike at him inre- 
urn.—(Cries of “Go on, go on.” )—I maintain, 
Sir, that the principles established before the 
Revolution were afterwards established by Wil- 
liam, with additional securities. This is a fact 
which I hold to be established beyond doubt. 
It is well known that James, who it is said by 
some, had a liberal kind of conscience—a kind 
of trading in religion, not unlike that which it is 
the fashion to indulge in in the present day—a 
sort of amalgamation of religion and jacobinism 
—was anxious to give every facility to Roman 
Catholics; but even he, when driven to extre- 
mity, was desirous to restrain Roman Catholics, 
white he gave facilities to Protestant Dissenters. 
A similar doctrine was held by the Prince and 
Princess of Orange. They felt opposed to grant 
privileges to the Roman Catholics, but had no 
Objection to grant them to Protestant Dissenters. 
The Hon. and Learned Member for Knaresbo- 
rough, from whom we expect such an. excellent 
history of his own times, appears desirous to 
relax the rule established in 1688, by which Ro- 
man Catholics were rendered incapable of sit- 
ting in this House. Sir, when lam told that 
this exclusion ought not to be continued, I can 
only account for it by some epidemical effect of 
those new doctrines which affect the reminis- 
cences of modern emancipators.—(Ilear, hear, 
and a laugh.) 1 shall now, sir, say a few words 
with respect to the Bill of Nights, The Hon. 
Member of Inverness has told us thst the Bull 
contains no clause excluding the Roman Catho- 
lics fron power. He is right; but the Noble 
Member for Yorkshire is placed in ad fferent 
situation. Sir, | trust that l have now fairly me! 
the question, and! appeal to history, | appeal 
to the facts lL have stated; as to whether twere 
was not an utter exclusion of the Roman Catho- 
lics from place and power, both before, at, and 
after the Act of Settlement? I, Sir, as Attorney 
General, felt naturally anxious to look round me 
and see what the nature and effects of the pro- 
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posed measure would be. I felt the more inelin- 
ed to do} so from the circumstance of having 
the Lord Chancellor of Eagland in favour of the 
measure. Iam not aman to give my opinions 
of judgment to the Lord Chancellor, or to an 
man in England. But 1 ask, if my Lord Lynd- 
hurst, as Lord Chanceilor, thinks proper to give 
his sanction to a Bill, which Sir S. Copley, as 
Master of the Rolls, declared to be aubversive 
to the Constitution, am I, as Attorney-General, 
obliged to prepare and bring it in?’ Am I to be 
Cragvoned into opinions and feelings to which 
! have all my Ife been hostile? Am I, as his 
Majesty’s Attorney-General, to be his legal ad- 
viser in introducing such a measure? For God's 
sake let us not run a muck upon this Catholic 
Question, I would prefer being as I now am, 
the humble Member for Plympton, whether 
right or wrong, than to be placed in the situa- 
tion of the supporters of this measure. What! 
Could it have been expected that | would have 
drawn up a Bill calcalated to subvert that Con- 
stitution which his Majesty, by his Coronation 
Oath, was sworn to support? Sir, I fear not to 
assert, that noearthly inducement could make 
me draw up or s.bscribe to a Bill so atrocious 
as that now upon your table. ‘That measure 
has been supported by many able and eloquent 
Members; but I cannot forget that it has upon 
former occasions been opposed by the able and 
eloquent and logical arguments of my Friend 
Sir John Copley, when Master of the Rolls. 
—That Right Hon. Gentleman quarrelled 
with Mr. Canning upon the subject in 1827, on 
the questiod as to whether the Roman Catholics 
ought or ought not to sit in the House of Com- 
mons. Then, I ask again, am I, as his Majesty’s 
law adviser, to be twisted from the right or the 
lefi? and here I may take leave to say, that I 
care little for such twistings. Lam ready to 
meet those opposed to me, but am I, I say to be 
found fault with for not having prepared and 
supported such ameasure? [have got no speech 
to eat up; I have got no apostacy to explain 
—(hear, hear)—I have not been black on one 
day and white on the other. [am not the sup- 
porter or follower of a Protestant Master of the 
Rolls on one day, and of a Catholic Lord Chan- 
cellor on the other.—(Cheers and laughter. )— 
Sir, I would rather remain as I am, the bumble 
member fur Plympton, than be guilty of the 
apostacy, the conversion—the miserable, disre- 


‘putable apostacy that has taken place upon this 


question—I ought not to make such grave and 
serious statements as these without quoting 
some authority, and that authority I have in the 
speech of Sir John S. Copley, then master of the 
Rolls, made in the House ot Commons in 1827. 
{Here the Hon. and Learned Member rc ad anex- 
tract from the speech alluded to, in which it 
was stated, that the opening of Parliament to 
the Roman Catholics would lead to Roman Ca- 
tholic ascendancy, and the subversion of the 
Protestant Constitution.} My Hon. and Learn- 
ed Friend, now Lord Chancellor, went on to 
state, that from the evidence of Dr. Doyle, given 
before the Committee on Irish affuirs, it was 
clear that the admission of 60 or 70 Roman Catho- 
lics into the House of Commons wouid lead to 
the upsetting of the Protestant Establishment in 
Ireland. Whe Hon. Member for Liverpool has 
told us that the proposed measure will cause a 
struggle in the country. This Right Hon. 
Friend the Secretary for the Home Department 
has not attempted to deny; but he has content- 
ed himself with assuring us that if there be a 
struggle it will be in our favour, Let no man 
then quarrel with the King’s Attorney-General 
for not having drawn up a Bill which was one 
day denounced by the Master of the Rolls as 
subversive of the Constitution, and at another ad- 
vocated by the same genileman, when filling 
the office of Lord Chancellor and the first and 
most confidential adviser of the Crown,.—{ Hear. ) 
—If they are not called onto make a d-fence 
for apostatizing, I do not know that I need make 
any defence for not apostatizing—[cheers});— 
but if Lamcalled on,I am ready to make my 
defence. I have read over the Bill; and not only 
have I read over the Bill, but I have read almost 
every thing connected withthe subject which 
has appeared upon it.—During the long course 
of years in which it has been discussed, we have 
been dogmatised and doctrinated about the 
satisfaction that was to be afforded us on the 
principle of security. We have been told “ You 
shall have the Bill with securities,—securilies 
sufficient to satisfy Protestanis, and to protect 
the interests and privileges Of the Chutch.”— 
We have been told this by the Hon. Member 
for Westminster—we have been promised secu- 
rities by Mr. Plunkett; and we have ail along dis- 
cussed the matter on the understanding of mu- 
tual concessions, in the spirit of confidence on 
the one hand, and of just and exact faith on the 
other. Looking now at these concessions, and 
these securities, how, I ask, has that confidence 
been justified? My Right Hon. Friend has said 
that the water is flowing in upon us—my appre- 
hension is, that the water is owing out of us.— 
(Loud and continued laughter mixed with cheer. 
ing) My Right Honourabl Friend says he has a 
sufficient apology for this measure—He says that 
he cannot keep the flood gates shut as closely 
as he should; but surely, if you cannot keep the 
flood-gates shut as closely as he should, surely 
that was no reason why the whole of the gates 
should be thrown open.—[{Loud cheering. }—I 
say, that if it be true, as I have been told herein 
the speech of my Right Honourable Friend, 
that the flood-gates are partly open, that is no 
reason why they should be entirely thrown back. 
Yet here, Sir, I see that less is demanded on the 
one hand than these concessions yield on the 
other. Ihave been told, and I repeat it, that 
they are permitted to take more than they ask, 
and, I will add, more than is needed. I shall now, 
Sir, advert to one or twv other topic’ which my 
Hon. and Learned Friend has alluded to. In 
differing from him and from my Right Hon. 
Friend, I do it with considerable pain—but dif- 
fer! must, notwithstanding my present situation, 
The situation 1 now hold I de not owe to him 
—but even if I did, [ should still differ from him, 
but, as 1 do now, with great respect for himat the 
same time. We have been asked only to make 
these necessary anil proper concessions, and 
then we are told we may meet our opponents 
upon the vantage ground. My Right Hon. 
Friend says, grant these concessions, and you 
will have with you the feelings and the kindness 
and the sympathy of foreign countries. Gracious 
God, Sir, wien was the time when any question 
relating to the external or to the interval inte- 
rests of this country ever received aid from fo- 
reign sympathy.—(Cheers.)—When did any 
questien arise net only with which our foreiga 
neighbour was connected, but with whica she 
had no connection whatever, in which sve aided 
us with her sympathy? Witness the contest with 
America—what sympathy did she show then? 
When James the Second was expelled from the 
country, what sympathy did England receive 
from France? What sympatiy did she manifest 
—what consideration did she show—what aid 
did she afford, except to the persons who fought 
the batile of the Boyne?—[{Cheers.]—In 1715 
when a Pretender appeared in this country, and 
in 1745, when a rebellion was again raised, 
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baer sympathy aided, and French fear con- 
doled with the defeated rebels—{cheers) and in 
a still later — when revolutionary ood 
ples were afloat, and this country was discut 
sing with herself whether she should liberalize 
her Constitution, that sympathy, though mani- 
fested by another kind of Government in France, 
was not less truly felt nor less sincerely adminis- 
tered and applied.—{Loud cheering.]—! say, 
therefore, God grant, that among the claims and 
concessions—among the divisions and dissen 
tions of this country, private and domestic, 
French sympathy may never interfere; God 
grant that her feelings may never be manifest- 
ad to shed tears of condolence, or to admi- 
nister to us her kind, her sympathetic assistance 
in our troubles.—[(Cheers}—I own then, Sir, 
with that freedom, but at the same time with 
that respect, which I feel for my Right Hon. 
Friend (and no pan l ever fclt is greater than 
that I feel in being obliged to differ from him;) 
that I am not satisfied with hs argunents; and 
I say, that his a guments can be advupted on no 
side of this House except by those who have 
always been the advocates of Cathol.c Eman- 
Cipation. I siy, too, that if these claims are 
granted, they should be granted on our own 
jedgment; but whether they are conceded or 
refused, that that concession or that refusal 
ought to be accelerated or r-tarded, whether 
any or all the Powers of the Continent go 
along with us or not.—(Loud and continued 
cheering.)—In prosecuting this subject farther, 
I will not fatigue the Heuse, but | will pro- 
ceed to another part, and apply my recoliec- 
tion to discover whether, in all the Bills, from 
that prepused by Mr. Gratian to that introduced 
by my Rght Hon. Friend, any other propo 
sition has been laid down except that of the 
union and community of the Protestants and 
Catholics. I have looked into the Bills—labour 
nor pains have I refused in the investigation— 
for the unwillingness to labour is no fuult of 
mine—toil and drudgery of investigation ! 
have employed—for the want of either was ne- 
ver among the defects imputed to me; and af- 
terevery pains bestowed in the search, all the 
Bills I find to begin with asserting, that it is 
desirable to meet and unite together the hearts 
of all his Majesty’s subjects; yet this Bill alone 
is without such a preamble. Why now, for 
the first time, undervalue this sort of indisso- 
luble community—this sincere and heartful 
union—this “ieast of reason” and this “flow of 
soul” which is to amalgamate and mix together, 
into one religious community, the Catholic and 
the Protestant Association? . These are, indeed, 
the delicia of speculation—the nice things of 
these framers of indissoluble unions. Mr. Grat- 
ten, Lord Plunkett, the Hon. Baronet (the 
Member of Westminster) are tolerably skilful 
composers, and they have began their pream- 
bles of concession in this form; I have looked 
into this Bill, and there is nothing about this 
sort of concession and conciliation in it. And 
why? because in all his Majesty’s subjects 
there are at least 19 out of 20 against the mea- 
sure —(Hear.)—I recollect an eminent person, 
the late Lord Ellenborough, who once alluded 
tothe preamble of a Bill which he thought not 
to be true, and of which he said, “that pre- 
amble-- 

“ ‘Like some tall bully, lifts its head and lies.”’ 

Now, I will not say the same thing of this 
Act of Parliament; this Act does not lie; but 
it would have been a scandalous lie—it would 
have been en insult to the British community 
—if it had followed the terms of its predeces- 
sors, and had — to place this measure 
on the principles of concession, and of com- 
munity of feeling. Without charging myself 
with the arithmatical calculation of the differ- 
ence of numbers, without undertaking to say 
precisely whether the proportion is five, or ten, 
or twenty to one against the question, put- 
ting the exact arithmetical proportions out of 
the question, 1 will say that in some parts of 
England the numbers against concession are so 
great that it would be worse than a gross insult 
—a scnadalous outrage on the feelings, pria- 
ciples, and religious sentiments of the people 
of the country, to call this a measure adupted 
with their concurrence, and with a view toa 
community of feeling. I therefore say that, 
in adopting this form, alluding to that line of 
Pope, the framers of this Bill have avoided 
the scandalous and untrue statement that this 
Bill would be productive of concord and union 
among his Majesty’s subjects. I say, Sir, that 
this Bill does not state this untruth; but though 
the Bill does not, the practice of its advocates 
and supporters does. I should be glad to know 
whether the speech from the Throne declared 
any thing like this, that, coute qui coute, it 
would be right to satisfy the demands of the 
Catholics. On the one hand, it may be well 
said—by the Catholics | mean—that if this Bill 
passes it will answer our purposes; but, on the 
other, it may also well be described as a sub-

Have we had any informa- 
tion upon it from the Noble Lord the Member 
for Cambridge, or from others, upon the 
interna state of Ireland? Yet the measure 
profesies to proceed upon the necessity which 
the state of the country presents to his Majes- 
ty’s Ministers. The wages of labour—the poors’ 
rates—the cammerce—the manufacturers—all 
that rdates to the internal state of the coun- 
try, bas been often urged as the ground for 
this mesure. I say, Sir, if thatis the principle, 
as it was stated to be in his Majesty’s speech, 
Il mustsay that this isa sudden, an unadvised, 
and a iasty measure of Catholic Emancipation; 
and thit, if the King’s Ministers had followed, 
as they ought to have done, the orders in his 
Majesty's speech, they would have gone into 
a Comnittee on the state of Ireland, ia order 
to find out and report on the actual condition 
of that country, before they brought in any 
measur: to remedy, as they say, the evils exist- 
ing thee. [ know, Sir, Lam right in what I 
say, (hd there is no man who supports the ques- 
tion of Catholic. Emancipatioa that does not 
do it nore on general grounds, applying to 
Ireland, than on the single insulated portion of 
the queiion which relates to this country. 
Yet, Six without notice or inquiry, and afier 
the lape of seven days from the time I first 
heard ofthe measure, wes this measure brought 
in, witlout taking into consideration, either 
in the whole or in part, the state of Ireland. 





Why, Sr, distressing as it is for me to take 
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the liberty of dissenting from those with whom 
{ have formerly had the honour to act, | must 
do so on the present occasion.

ing )—The Hon. Baronet, the Member for 
Ken, has said, that we were cast off. I azree 
with him; we were turned out of the ranks 
without cause, and without notice. I find no- 
thing in the Almanack history of this country 
that resembles this-—nothing aut simile, aut 
secundum. It stands by itseif—it has no paral- 
lel. There is nothing before, I trust there 
will be nothing after, that will resemble it. I 
have laely been amusing myself with reading 
over some of Shakspearc’s plays, and in them 
there is a celebrate: character, a leader of 
party, one Sir Join Falstaff, who much re- 
sembles my Night Hon. Friend. On this ques- 
tion my Right Honourable Friend has no doubt 
said to himself. “On a former occasion this 
question has been discussed in Parliament, and 
I have been left in a minority—there were only 
four to form the majority certainly —the Protes- 
tant firm was strong enough; but there was a 
majority, which, though only four, was yet 
a majority: the Protestant regiment was out. 
numbered, though, to be sure, it was ouly 
six short of the Catholics.” This reflection 
ought to have consoled him; but ‘*No,” says 
this Protestant leader of party, like Falstaff of 
old, *#f not march through Coventry with such 
ragamuffins.”—(Loud and contiaued laughter 
and cheering. )}—‘‘No, Pil not march with those 
rascals—I will take my own course;”’ and the

It matters 
little whether it has two or three partners at 
its head, but with that firm, as a private and 
humble individual, I mean to keep myself at- 
tached.—I do not state this in what any body 
can call morose language.—If I had said any 
thing ill-natured, I should regret it, Mere we 
are, dispersed and dissanded as a body; with- 
out leaders; but though without leaders the 
persons who composed the body have, as indi- 
viduals, resolved to m intain those proposit:ons 
and those principles which the leader of the 
firm formerly supported.

A Quack Docragss.—At the Lancashire 
Assizes, Nanny Simpson, aged fifty-six, was 
indicted for killing and slaying William Burkett, 
at Liverpool, by adminstering poison. The pri- 
soner was charged with having given the de- 
ceased a medicine, certainly not with an in- 
tent to injure him, but with a degree of rashness, 
misconduct, and negligence, that rendered her 
amenable to the laws. It appeared that the de- 
ceased had been in the Liverpool infirmary, from 
whence he was discharged cured, but in a very 
delicate state; that on the Ist of November, he 
applied to the prisoner for an emetic; she gave 
him something, which he took, which proved to 
be a mineral poison, and the deceased expired 
the day after. The prisoner, it appeared, acted 
as a female quack, and distributed her nostrums 
to the ignorant and unwary from a cellar.—The 
Jury found her Guilty.—Mr. Justice Bayley re- 
marked that the prosecution was instituted to 
put a stop to unskilful persons dispensing and 
selling medicines of any sort; it was most dange- 
rous, and could not be allowed. He, therefore, 
hoped that the notoriety that this case would 
obtain would answer the purpose intended; and 
with regard to the prisoner, he would take her 
daughters recognisance in the sum of 20/. that 
she should appear when called upon for judg- 
ment, but she must never more sell or dispose 
of any medicine, if she did she would be called 
upen for sentence, and the Court would deal 
severely with her.

The proprietors of the Lonpon Times, 
finding it expedient to issue an extra occa- 
sionally, during the session of parliament, 
printed their paper on a sheet of double the 
ordinary size, though that was very large, 
and thus avoided the payment of a double 
stamp. Some of our journalists thought 
the monst@ worth a particular description, 
and many of their readers were half inclin- 
ed to suspect them of quizzing. But the 
latest number received of the Artzas, that 
of March 22d. is really a typographical pro- 
digy, not so much on account of the size of 
the paper, immense as it is, as for the ma- 
chinery which must have been used to print 
it as a single sheet. ‘This, the editor says, 
has been constructed especially for the pur- 
pose, and is the most powerful and extensive 
ever used. The work is extremely well done; 
not only correctly but elegantly; much more 
30, indeed, than many books sent forth with 
great pretensions to external beauty. The 
printed surface, including both sides, amounts 
to more than forty square feet-—not forty 
feetsquare. Such a sheet could easily have 
been made at some of our own paper mills; 
and as soon as readers require it, and are 
willing to pay for it, no doubt our artisans 
will readily furnish the printers with the 
necessary instruments to work upon it. 

The contents are said to be equal, in 
quantity, to those of three octavo volumes 
of ordinary size; such we presume, as issue 
under the auspices of Mr. Colburn, with 
large type, well spaced and leaded, and a 
margin half as broad as the interval between 
the inferior extremity of a fashionable dress 
and the upper edge of the slipper. 

We have forgotten to mention that this is 
a weekly paper. If any one supposed it to 
be a daily, he deserves a disappointment. 
It is folded into thirty two folio\pages. The 
first and part of the second are filled with 
the remarks of several leading daily papers 
on the debate in the House of Commons, on 
the second reading of the Catholic Relief 
Bill; the Times, the Chronicle, and the Globe 
showering on the opponents of Emancipation 
the contempt which the Standard dispenses 
as freely to its advocates; while the Courier, 
upholding Protestant Supremacy, yet ap- 
parently unwilling to lose the countenance 
of the ministry, characterizes the discussion 
on both sides—and we think with justice— 
as one which would have done honour to the 
proudest days of the house. Then come 
the debates of the week, in fourteen closely 
piinted pages; by far the most interesting 
portion of the paper, which, by the way, is 
conducted with only moderate ability. ‘Then 
follow the foreign and domestic news of the 
week; the most important articles being Don 
Pedro’s declaration against Miguel, and a 
report that Sir Manasseh Lopez is to be 
called to the house of Lords by the title 
of Baron Roborough—a misprint, proba- 
bly, for Sellborough. The editor’s lucu- 
brations come next. He calls the reader’s 
attention to the wonderful size of his paper, 
talks with more solemnity than wisdom 
about Portugal, says some unmeaning 
things about the speeches, and brags of his 
own report, which seems to us to have been 
copied from the Times. ‘Then we have a 
column of Memorabilia of Coleridge, some 
of them scarcely less ancient than the me- 
morabilia of Socrates; and those which are 
new likely to be forgotten before they grow 
old. A tolerable article on Musical Qua- 
kery is followed by an intolerable one on 
Coquets, in which it is roundly asserted 
that any woman, apparently modest, and 
neither old nor ugly, who throws herself at 
a man’s head, may set bim down as her own, 
unless he be very wise or very foolish. ‘The 
theatrical notices tell us that Mde. Pisaro- 
ni’s voice is unpleasant, and that Mr. Pem- 
berton has been laid aside. A venerable 
anecdote of Opie and Peter Pindar is suc- 
ceeded by an essay. on the Virtues of Delu- 
sion, in which the speeches of parliamenta- 
ry Crators, as reported, and as spoken, are 
said to compare with each other about as 
well as the costume of a theatre by night 
with its sickly appearance by day. ‘This is 
trash. Some brief Notes of a Lawyer are 
intelligible enough to teach the reader how 
to consult his counsel. Six or eight re- 
views of new books we have not thought 
ourselves bound to read. Two or three 
columns of Scientific notices and gleanings 
from new books seem to have been picked 
up by chance, and stowed in, to fill up.— 
Foreign intelligence is again introduced; 
but the article was wretchedly scarce during 
the week. There is about one page of do- 
mestic news, consisting in abridgements, from 
the daily papers, of matters the whole inter- 
est of which is in the particulars; and these,
